Reasons for allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Reich 
(US5641483). US'483 teaches a fibronectin containing composition which is used in the 
healing process for wound. However, it fails to teach incorporating alginate salt as a 
solution and also fails to teach glacial acetic acid as a pH modifier. There is no other 
reference teaching suggestion for motivation ti incorporating these compound into 
fibronectin containing composition. Thus, the claimed subject matter is considered to be 
novel and patentably distinct over the prior art of the record.
